Chief rieaaant I’orter 
Was Chosen 


Permanent

Declared His Opposition to 
t'nion With Oklahoma.

Muskogee, Aug. 22.—The chieftaincy 
of the Five Civilized Tribes met here 
in convention Monday to declare for 
separate statehood for Indian T erri 
tory, aided and abetted by white real 
dents of Indian Territory who, for both 
business and financial reasons, are op 
posed to a union with Oklahoma. This 
is the first time th«3 tribal citizens of 
Indian Territory ever assembled for the 
purpose of n otifyin g congress th at they 
axe ready for statehood. Many leaders 
in this separate statehood convention 
saK privately, that w hile they would 
prefer separate statehood, yet they b e­ 
lieve that only joint statteh ood w ill be 
given to the two territories. The con­ 
vention W|fi called to make and adopt 
a sta te co stltu tlon . 
The convention organized by select 
I lng Chief D. C. McCurtain tem porary 
I chairm an and Ale*. Posey temp* 
» sec retary. 
Both are prom inent In - 
I diana. Chiefs Porter, E. Rogers Brown 
I and 
McCurtain 
were constituted 
committee on credentials. The Sa 11 saw 
district sends two delegations, one fav- 
, oring separate statehood and one fav­ 
oring statehood with Oklahoma. 
The credentials committee reported 
In favor of th*' separate statehood del­ 
egates from the Ba I (saw district. 
The 
report was unanimously adopted. 
W. 
HL M urray of Tishomingo then report­ 
ed to the convention that he had been 
comm!? loued 
by Chief Johnson 
of 
ChJekas tw nation to act 
as 
acting 
chief. He was adm itted to the conven­ 
tion. 
This came as a surprise, as up 
to this time Chief Johnson had been 
opposed to the convention. 
Pleasant Porter, chief of the Creeks 
was selected perm anent chairm an and 
will preside over all the sessions of the 
convention. 
The chiefs are In abun­ 
dant controll and as they are under­ 
stood to be opposed to statehood at 
present. It Is expected that the work of 
the convention will be of a negative 
rather than affirmative character by 
shaping a course directly opposite to 
the plan mapped out by congresslonel 
leaders. 
Chief Porter’s control of a f­ 
fairs was manifested in the report of 
the committee on order of business. 
which recommended a committee of 
fifty to draft a constitution, tw enty- 
five to be appointed by the chairm an. 


N E W Y O R K T H R O N G E D . 


More Visitors 
There at the 
Present 


Tim e Than For Many Years. 
New York. Aug. 22— A glance at the 
hotel 
registers, thronged 
restaurants 
and cafes, stream s of theatergoers, and 
countless sight-seeing vehicles, show 
that there are more visitors In New’ 
York at the present time than at any 
corresponding period In years. 
Nearly 
every one of the ninety 
large hotels 
devoted 
to 
the 
accommodation 
of 
transient visitors, In which there is a 
total of more 
than 
21.000 rooms, is 
filled to its capacity, and so are the 
eighty apartm ent hotels for the same 
class, where 
there are 
about 20,000 
rooms. 
It is estim ated that in these 
170 caravansaries alone somethfVig like 
100,000 persons have been received In 
the last week, and the extent to which 
this kind of travel is growing Is Indi­ 
cated by the fact th at south of One 
H undredth 
street, about 6000 
more 
rooms are being made ready In hotels 
yet In course of construction. 
Many 
of the hotel patrons are foreigners, but 
the great m ajority are Americans who 
have come to “see New York.” 
All the railroad lines having term i­ 
nals In New York have been doing an 
extraordinary large business this sum ­ 
m er and the officials say the volume 
has been growing 
year 
after 
year. 
When the homeward 
rush from sea­ 
shore, country and m ountains begins, 
about the first week in September, they 
will all put extra trains In operation.

IR R IG A TIO N C O N G R E S S . 


More Than One Thousand 
Delegates 
Present at Opening Session. 
Portland, Ore., Aug. 22.—The th ir­ 
teenth annual meeting of the National 
Irrigation congress, with more than 
1000 
delegates 
present 
representing 
more than four-fifths of rife states in 
the Union, assembled Monday a t the 
Lewis and Clark auditorium. Governor 
Pardee of Californio, president of the 
congress, called it to order. He summed 
up Its work. A message from President 
Roosevelt was read and received with 
applause. 
Protection of forests was 
urged by the chief executive!. 
“The reclamation act is the most 
powerful of all foes of land monopoly,” 
he said. 
The president also warned 
the people against letting public lands 
pass to private hands for fictitious rea­ 
sons. 
The necessity for forest protection 
w as indicated, the president asking for 
the hearty support of the congress to 
the forest service as an ald to future 
irrigation work.

22.—T hree cases 
of yellow fever have developed here. 
All a re Italians. 
One victim has died 
and the tw o other cases discovered. 
M onday m orning, are said to be very 
low. 
The th ree infected Italian s w ith 
four others of the sam e nationality 
w ere brought up the river to Gregory 
recently from Greenville, Miss. 


Failed to Develop Ground. 
N atchez, Miss., Aug. 22.—D iligent in ­ 
quiry fulled to develop any ground for 
the report th a t a Greek laborer left 
here a few days ago. 
The tow n has 
been surrounded by q u aran tin e guards 
for the last four weeks, has b e ta th o r­ 
oughly san itated and is h ealthier than 
it has been in tw en ty years. T here has 
not been the slig h test suspicion of yel­ 
low fever here since 1898. 


About Same at New Orleans, but Net 
So Encouraging Outside. 
N ew 
O rleans, 
Aug. 
22.—Following 
w as the official rep o rt up to 6 o’clock 
M onday evening: 
N ew cases, 61; total, 
1,446; deaths, 9; to tal deaths, 205; new 
foci, 16; to tal foci, 322; cases rem ain­ 
ing under treatm en t, 328. 
Of the new po in ts of Infection M on­ 
day five are up tow n, ten dow n tow n 
and one In A lgiers, across the river. Of 
th e d eath s tw o took place In the m a ­ 
rin e hospital and three In the eme^ 
genscy hospital. 
All but one of the 
others w ere dow n town. 
T he situ atio n outside of the city is 
n o t so encouraging, judging from the 
reports which cam e in.

Japan’s 
Special 
Representative 
President Hold a Conference. 
O yster Bay, Aug. 22.—An unexpected 
phase of the peace negotiations devel­ 
oped M onday in the arriv a l here of 
B aron Kaneko, a special representative 
in th is country of the Jap an ese govern­ 
m ent, for a conference w ith P resident 
R oosevelt. 
B aron 
K aneko 
rem ained 
w ith th e president th ree -q u arte rs of an 
hour. 
B efore his d ep artu re B aron K aneko 
declined to discuss h is conference w ith 
the president. H e said he did not deny 
th a t he w as a representative of the 
Japanese governm ent, but wished it 
understood th a t he w as not the finan­ 
cial represntative. 
B aron K aneko said 
he had no inform ation as to the a tti­ 
tude of the R ussian envoys or the R u s­ 
sian governm ent tow ard the proposi­ 
tion m ade by P resident Roosevelt to 
B aron Rosen. He intim ated th a t Ja p a n 
m ight regard the proposition favorably 
but could not say definitely. 
“I think 
we w ill know tom orrow afternoon a t 
3 o'clock w hen 
the 
plenipotentiaries 
m eet in P ortsm outh,” said he. “By th a t 
tim e they will have determ ined the 
m atter.”
